The  Local  Church  And  Its  Mission  Stations  Archer  Protests

Not*:  Dr.  J.  P*rry  Carter,  formerly  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board  and  now  pastor 
of  Flagler  Street  Baptist  Church,  Miami, 
Florida,  has  written  this  statement  which 
w*  feel  should  be  given  to  the  greatest 
number  of  our  Baptist  people  possible. 
W*  urge  you  to  read  carefully  the  state* 
ment.  Chester  L.  Quarles. 

The  utimate  success  of  a  mission  sta¬ 
tion  or  chapel  depends  very  largely  upon 
its  relationship  to  the  sponsoring  church 
and  the  way  it  is  started.  There  are 
many  cases  where  the  new  work  has 
gotton  “out  of  hand”  and  churches  have 
become  organized  before  they  were 
ready.  That  a  new  work  is  self  support¬ 
ing  financially  is  not  necessarily  an  in¬ 
dication  that  it  is  ready  to  become  an 
organized  church.  There  may  be  men 
and  women  in  the  mission  group  who 
are  capable  of  leadership  and  have  had 
same  experience  in  churches  where 
they  have  served  before.  But  they  have 
worked  together  only  a  short  while  and 
thus  do  not  know  each  other  sufficently 
well  to  perfect  an  adequate  organiza¬ 
tion. 

Mission  stations  and  chapels  should  be 
conducted  in  such  a  way  as  to  prevent 
hasty  independence  and  at  the  same 
time  insure  contentment  and  happiness 
on  the  part  of  the  extension  group  The 
people  of  the  mission  stations  will  have 
little  desire  for  hasty  independence  if 
the  relationship  between  them  and  the 
sponsoring  church  is  what  it  should  be. 
Moreover,  they  are  protected  against 
many  mistakes,  involving  pastorial  lead¬ 
ership  and  problems  that  arise  from 
time  to  time,  because  of  their  access 
to  the  wider  experience  of  the  members 
of  the  mission  committee  and  the  mother 
church. 

I.  THE  MISSION  COMMITTEE 

Having  decided  and  voted  to  sponsor 
an  extension  work,  the  church  should, 
first  of  all,  appoint  or  elect  a  mission 
committee  which  may  be  a  sub-com¬ 
mittee  of,  or  separate  from,  the  general 
mission  committee  of  the  church.  This 
committee  should  be  made  up  of  repre¬ 
sentative  men  and  women  who  are  vital¬ 
ly  interested  in  this  type  of  service  and 
able  to  give  liberally  of  their  time  and 
talents  in  behalf  of  its  promotion. 

II.  THE  COMMUNITY 

Next,  the  mission  committee  should 
select  the  community  in  which  to  start 
the  new  work,  take  a  census  or  make 
a  survey  and  report  to  the  church.  Let 
the  church  then  vote  to  sponsor  the 
work  on  the  recommendation  of  the  com¬ 
mittee.  In  cities  where  there  is  a  City 
Mission  Program  the  city  superintendent 
and  his  committee  should  stand  ready 
to  work  in  hearty  co-operation  with  the 
sponsoring  church  in  surveying  the  com¬ 
munity  and  in  the  promotion  of  the 
work.  Let  consideration  be  given  to  or¬ 
ganized  churches  located  in  such  a  way 
as  to  be  affected  by  the  work  of  the 
mission.  It  is  possible  for  broken  fel¬ 
lowship  to  so  completely  neutralize  the 
accomplishments  of  the  new  work  as  to 
make  the  total,  net  results  insignificant. 

III.  FINANCIAL  SUPPORT 
•  Let  the  church  determine,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  its  mission  commit¬ 
tee,  the  amount  of  money  to  be  spent 
from  its  own  funds  in  support  of  the 
mission  or  chapel.  This  amount  should 
be  credited  each  month  to  a  special 
ledger  account  in  the  books  of  the 
church  treasurer  under  the  name  of  the 
mission  or  chapeL  A  church  can  claim 
little  credit  for  sponsoring  an  extension 
work  when  it  does  not  make  a  worthy 
contribution  to  its  support.  The  offerings 
•r  contributions  of  the  mission  group 
should  be  turned  over  to  the  church 


treasurer  each  week  and  thus  added 
to  the  amount  appropriated  by  the 
church. 

IV.  DISBURSEMENTS 

The  church  treasurer  should  pay  sal¬ 
aries,  expenses,  etc.,  pertaining  to  the 
mission  from  funds  credited  to  the  mis¬ 
sion  account  from  the  two  sources;  this 
upon  approval  of  the  missions  commit¬ 
tee.  Accumulations  in  the  mission  ac¬ 
count,  above  operating  expenses  and  a 
worthy  portion  of  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram,  may  be  used  as  a  building  fund 
or  to  enlarge  the  new  work,  or  as  the 
sponsoring  church  may  direct. 

V.  SECRETARY 

When  it  is  advisable  let  the  church 
missions  committee  appoint  or  elect  a 
finance  or  advisory  committee  and  a 
financial  secretary  (not  treasurer)  from 
among  the  mission  group.  Let  this  com¬ 
mittee  or  secretary  count  and  keep  a 
record  of  the  money  contributed  by  the 
mission  group  and  turn  it  over  to  the 
finance  committee  or  treasurer  of  t  h  e 
sponsoring  church  to  be  credited  to  the 
ledger  account  under  the  name  of  the 
mission. 

VI.  REPORTS 

The  church  treasurer  should  provide 
a  copy  of  the  portion  of  his  regular 
monthly  reports,  having  to  do  with  the 
mission  account,  for  the  advisory  com¬ 
mittee  or  secretary  of  the  mission  to 
read  to  the  mission  group.  In  this  way 
the  people  of  the  mission  are  constantly 
aware  both  of  the  support  of  the  church 
and  their  own  contribution  together  with 
information  as  to  what  the  money  is 
being  used  for.  It  serves  to  stimulate 
their  interests  and  to  cause  them  to  look 
forward  to  an  increasingly  large  Bap¬ 
tist  work  in  their  midst.  Thus  the  spon¬ 
soring  church  handles  all  the  money 
and  holds  title  to  all  property  until  the 
mission  or  chapel  is  organized  into  a 
church.  Much  misunderstanding  is  pre¬ 
vented  and  the  work  is  protected  against 
discouragement  and  failure. 

VII.  MEMBERSHIP 
The  members  of  the  mission  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  sponsoring  church.  It  is 
well  to  keep  their  names  on  a  separate 
roll  or  on  cards  of  a  different  color  than 
that  of  other  members  of  the  church 
so  that  they  may  be  identified  as  be¬ 
longing  to  the  mission.  The  transfer  of 
church  letters  to  and  from  the  mission 
group  should  be  handled  by  the  church. 
Mission  members  may  become  "charter 
members”  of  the  new  church  organiza¬ 
tion  when  it  is  constituted. 

VIII.  AUTHORIZATION 
When  the  mission  group  has  a  suf- 
ficent  number  of  members  they  may  be 
authorized  by  the  sponsoring  church  to 
receive  members,  elect  officers  and  at¬ 
tend  to  other  business  of  the  mission, 
subject,  of  course,  to  the  approval  of 
the  sponsoring  church.  The  mission 
should  keep  a  list  of  its  members  identi¬ 
cal  with  that  of  the  church.  All  trans¬ 
actions  should  be  reported  promptly  for 
the  approval  of  the  church. 

IX.  OFFICERS 

The  mission  pastor  should  also  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  the  mission  superintendent. 
He  should  understand  very  definitely 
that  he  is  employed  by  the  sponsoring 
church  and  not  by  the  mission  or  the 
mission  committee.  He  is  in  reality  an 
assistant  to  the  pastor  of  the  sponsor¬ 
ing  church  with  definitely  assigned  duties 
all  of  which  may  or  may  not  have  to 
do  with  the  mission.  Any  effort  on  his 
part  to  run  ahead  of  the  mission  com¬ 
mittee  or  the  church  with  reference  to 
the  future  of  the  mission  should  be  care¬ 
fully  and  firmly  guarded  against 
When  the  mission  group  has  men  who 
are  qualified  to  serve  as  deacons  they 


McQuade  Attack 

Dr.  Glen  L.  Archer,  executive  director 
of  Protestants  and  Other  Americans 
United,  striking  back  at  Donald  Mc¬ 
Quade,  national  commander  of  the 

Catholic  War  Veterans,  who  had  com¬ 
mented  adversely  on  the  recent  third 
annual  POAU  national  conference,  de¬ 
clared  that  Mr.  McQuade  actually  had 
released  this  statement  before  the  Con¬ 
stitutional  Hall  speeches  by  Dr.  Edwin 
McNeill  Poteat  and  Paul  Blanshard  ac¬ 
tually  had  been  delivered. 

“It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that 
Mr.  McQuade’s  ‘reply’  to  them  is  more 
notable  for  ponderous  invective  than  for 
national  argument,”  Dr.  Archer  assert¬ 
ed.  “Mr.  McQuade.  . .  reveals  himself 
unmistakably  as  a  prejudiced  person, 
for  he  pre-judged  the  two  principal 
speeches  of  the  conference  before  they 
were  uttered. 

“...If  Mr.  McQuade  thinks  that,  by 
assuming  an  air  of  bravado,  he  can  laugh 
off  POAU's  rapidly-growing  influence, 
he  is  sadly  mistaken.  While  freedom 
lives,  he  cannot  intimidate  self-respect¬ 
ing  American  citizens.  . .  We  accord  to 
Mr.  McQuade  the  full  right  to  attack  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court,  the  Amer¬ 
ican  public  school  system,  the  principal 
of  church-state  separation,  the  American 
free  press,  the  motion  picture  industry, 
and  the  Rotary  Clubs.  We  ask  that  he 
accord  to  us  the  same  right  to  defend 
these  American  institutions  and  agen¬ 
cies.”

Accreditation  Notation 
For  Theology  School  At 
Southwestern  Removed 

One  of  the  two  notations  in  accredita¬ 
tion  listed  for  Southwestern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  has  been  removed 
by  the  American  Association  of  Theolog¬ 
ical  Schools,  according  to  word  received 
by  Dr.  Ray  Summers,  Director  of  the 
School  of  Theology. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  Nevin  C.  Hamer, 
chairman  of  the  Association’s  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Accreditation,  advised  that  the 
notation,  “inadequate  library”  is  no 
longer  listed.  Expansion  of  the  library's 
staff,  facilities,  and  total  volumes  makes 
possible  the  dropping  of  this  notation. 

The  only  remaining  notation  against 
the  school  is  one  stating  that  more  than 
ten  per  cent  of  the  student  body  do  not 
have  college  degrees. 

“We  are  not  disturbed  because  of  this 
notation,”  Dr.  Summers  explained,  “for 
these  non-college  students  are  always 
welcome.  We  anticipate  this  notation  in¬ 
definitely.”

X.  PROGRAM 

In  so  far  as  it  is  practical  let  the 
program  of  the  mission  or  chapel  include 
all  that  is  done  in  our  well-organized 
churches.  People  living  in  territories 
where  extension  work  is  promoted  need 
to  be  enlisted  in  Bible  study,  training, 
worship  and  evangelistic  effort  to  the 
fullest  extent  possible.  The  work  pros¬ 
pers  in  proportion  as  they  are  chal¬ 
lenged  by  a  real  program  of  Kingdom 
service. 

Addendum:  W*  hop*  and  pray  that 
a  groat  number  of  our  full-time  churches 
will  give  earnest  attention  to  the  matter 
of  sotting  up  mission  stations  at  the 
earliost  possibl*  time.  C.  L.  Q.

Brotherhoods  Pass ' 
5,000-Mark

Southern  Baptists  everywhere  will  ^ 
pleased  with  the  progress  which  the 
Brotherhood  movement  made  last  year 
At  the  “close  of  business”  December 
31,  1950,  there  were  5,076  churches  with 
functioning  Brotherhoods,  and  the  en¬ 
rolment  in  these  Brotherhoods  was  167  . 
744.  This  represents  an  increase  over 
1949  of  25%  in  organizations,  and  18% 
in  enrolment. 

The  spiritual  power  of  167,000  men  er- 
ganized  in  more  than  five  thousand 
churches  is  beyond  the  reach  of  the 
imagination. 

There  is  rapidly  developing  among 
Southern  Baptist  laymen  an  enormous 
evangelistic  movement  unprecedented  ia 
Christian  history.

Gorman  said,  “The  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  ANNUAL  of  1950  lists  our 
membership  as  6,761,256.  Seventeen  hun¬ 
dred  fifty  missionaries  in  the  field  would 
mean  one  missionary  for  every  3.80 
Southern  Baptists,  which  is  not  an  un¬ 
reasonable  expectation.  This  same  An¬ 
nual  lists  27,285  churches  as  affiliated 
with  our  Convention.  Seventeen  hundred 
fifty  missionaries  In  the  field  would 
mean  one  missionary  for  every  H 
churches,  which  is  not  an  unreasonable 
expectation.  The  Annual  indicates  that 
the  total  gifts  of  these  churches  to  all 
causes  last  year  was  $178,337,307. 

“The  proposed  budget  of  ten  million 
dollars  to  support  1750  missionaries 
would  represent  only  5.6  per  cent  of  our 
total  gifts.  It  isn’t  unreasonable  to  ex¬ 
pect  that  five  or  six  cents  out  of  every 
dollar  given  by  Southern  Baptists  should 
be  permitted  to  engage  in  the  worldwide 
reach  of  the  Great  Commission  If  the 
6.761,265  members  of  Southern  Baptist 
churches  were  to  share  equally  the 
proposed  ten  million  dollar  budget  te 
support  a  missionary  force  of  175®’ 
would  amount  to  only  $1.47  a  year,  and 
it  isn’t  unreasonable  to  expect  each  of 
our  members  to  give  three  cents  a  weds 
to  the  cause  of  worldwide  missions.’

to  him?  That  is  exactly  the  case  in  this 
important  Epistle,  if  Peter  were  then 
bishop  of  Rome. 

Paul  Notes  Need  in  Rome 

Read  on  further:  “I  long  to  see  you, 
that  I  may  impart  unto  you  some  spirit¬ 
ual  gift.  .  .  1  am  ready  to  preach  the 
gospel  to  you  that  are  in  Rome  also” 
(vs.  11,  15).  These  are  very  surprising 
words,  are  they  not,  from  the  pen  of 
an  apostle  whose  writings  always  wit¬ 
ness  to  his  tactfulness? 

"Whatl"  the  Christians  of  Romo  would 
have  replied,  "has  not  the  Gospel  al¬ 
ready  boon  announced  to  us  and  by  the 
Apostle  Rotor  himself?  As  to  spiritual 
gifts  for  our  edification,  who  is  batter 
able  to  give  them  to  us  than  the  repre- 
sentative  of  Jesus  Christ  on  earth?  Are 
you  not  aware  that  we  have  the  notable 
privilege  of  having  him  haad  our  church 
now  for  sixteen  years?" 

If  this  seems  exaggeration  let  one  read 
attentively  this  Epistle  to  the  Romans. 
Paul  speaks  in  a  way  unmistakable  im¬ 
plying  that  they  have  urgent  need,  not 
only  for  deeper  instruction,  but  of  infor¬ 
mation  on  the  most  elementary  truths 
of  the  Christian  faith.  He  warns,  coun¬ 
sels,  exhorts.  Everything  indicates  that 
the  Roman  community  was  lacking  in 
spiritual  knowledge.  Does  not  this  im¬ 
ply  that  the  presence  of  the  Apostle 
Peter  in  Rome  before  A.  D.  58  was 
wholly  unlikely? 

Aad  another  consideration  even  more 
significant.  The  Epistle  contains  (a 
mnique  fact)  nearly  an  entire  chapter  of 
salutation*.  There  are  27.  Among  all  the 
names,  of  whom  few  have  come  down  in 
history,  a  single  name  is  lacking.  And 
what  a  name — the  name  of  Peter!  To 
forget  or  to  omit  to  mention  the  name  of 
Peter,  the  name  of  the  sovereign  pon¬ 
tiff!  Truly  it  is  impossible! 

HUs  is  the  more  disturbing  since  very 
grave  events  had  happened  in  Rome  in 
these  IS  years.  During  Claudius’  reign 
the  Jews  had  been  subject  to  persecu¬ 
tion  (Acts  18:2),  chased  out  of  Rome 
en  masse,  and  together  with  them  many 
Christians.  A  certain  Aquila  and  Pris¬ 
cilla  fell  in  with  Paul  at  Corinth  where 
they  had  taken  refuge.  Through  them 
apparently  the  apostle  had  been  In¬ 
formed  about  the  Christians  in  Rome. 

Is  M  not  surprising  that  the  Book  of 
Acts  mentions  in  this  connection  Pris¬ 
cilla  and  Aquila,  but  of  Peter,  not  a 
word? 

Since  Panl  could  not  have  been  un¬ 
aware  of  the  presence  of  Peter  in  Rome, 
if  he  had  been  there,  the  only  possible 
conclusion  for  an  honest  and  reflective 
mind  is  that,  in  the  year  58,  the  presence 
of  Peter  In  the  imperial  capital  bad  not 
been  recorded.

THE  UNITED  BOARD  FOR  CHRIS- 
tlan  Colleges  in  China  reports  that  none 
et  the  colleges  which  they  have  sup¬ 
ported  in  the  past  can  now  receive  funds 
from  the  United  States. 


Dr.  Potoat  maintained.  Declaring  that 
his  remarks  wore  conceived  as  "a  partial 
answer"  to  a  question  raisod  by  Fathor 
Francis  X.  Talbot,  former  editor  of  the 
Jesuit  Magazine,  America,  in  a  state¬ 
ment  published  in  tho  Now  York  Globe 
of  December  14,  lfM,  Dr.  Potoat  quoted 
tho  Jesuit  divine  as  follows:  "Tho  old 
Protestant  culture  is  about  at  tho  end 
of  its  rope.  .  .  Why  can't  we  raise  a  tidal 
wave  that  will  bring  Catholic  culture  into 
tho  United  States?  Why  can't  wo  make 
the  United  States  Catholic  in  legislation. 
Catholic  in  justice,  aims  and  ideals?. . ." 

Observing  that  “a  large  proportion”  of 
American  non-Catholics  obviously  think 
it  would  make  little  difference,  Dr.  Po¬ 
le  at  attempted  to  show  that  achieve¬ 
ment  of  the  Roman  Catholic  hierarchy’* 
legislative  goals  could  not  be  accomplish¬ 
ed  without  a  revolution  in  the  American 
political  system  and  the  destruction  of 
the  freedoms  guaranteed  by  the  “Bill 
of  Rights.” 

Cites  Catholic  Sources 

If  the  U.  S.  were  to  become  "Catholic 
in  legislation,”  Dr.  Poteat  contended, 
church  and  state  in  this  country  would 
be  made  one  instead  of  having  church 
and  state  virtually  separate.  To  prove 
that  union  of  church  and  state  is  the 
Roman  Catholic  ideal,  he  cited  several 
statements  of  Catholic  scholars  and 
Popes. 

Summing,  tho  POAU  president  de¬ 
clared:  "We  cannot  make  tho  U.  S. 
Catholic  in  legislation  because  it  would 
not,  by  its  law,  convert  godless  Ameri¬ 
cans  to  Christian  piety;  It  would  change 
the  U.  S.  from  a  democracy  to  a  clerical 
dictatorship.  That,  wo  are  sure  for  our¬ 
selves,  as  well  as  for  many  of  our 
Catholic  fellow-Americans,  is  reason 
enough." 

He  proposed  that  all  Americans — 
Catholics  and  Protestants— substitute  for 
the  question  asked  by  Father  Talbot  the 
following  query:  “Why  can’t  we  make 
the  United  States  more  democratic  in 
legislation,  more  democratic  in  justice, 
aims  and  ideals?”  Here  is  no  invidious 
distinction  between  sectarian  loyalties; 
here  is  no  demand  for  advantage  by  one 
over  another.  Here  is  room  for  the  fin¬ 
est  religious  devotion,  moral  rectitude 
and  social  cooperation.  Here  is  some¬ 
thing  that  minorities  must  encourage  in 
order  to  ensure  their  survival,  some¬ 
thing  majorities  must  protect  lest  they 
lose  their  souls,  to  the  latent  tyranny  of 
the  mob.”

He  will  not  be  forced 
out  by  any  government  which  may  arise. 
Those  who  love  Him  will  have  to  go 
through  bitter  experiences  and  some 
may  have  to  lay  down  their  lives,  hut 
the  gospel  will  win.” 

Dr.  Cauthon  is  stationed  in  Hong  Kong.

WHAT  IS  THE  FAMILY  PLAN? 

1.  The  Brotherhood,  W  M.U.,  Y.W  A., 
G.A.’s,  R.A.’s,  Sunbeams  meet  io 
separate  organizations  just  befora 
prayer  meeting  Wednesday  even¬ 
ing.  All  assemble  together,  hava 
song  and  prayer,  and  then  go  to 
separate  meetings. 

2.  At  time  agreed  upon  all  come  back 
to  auditorium  where  general  sec¬ 
retary  reports  attendance.  Appro¬ 
priate  board  may  be  used,  as  ia 
Sunday  school  and  Training  Union. 

3.  Pastor  takes  charge  of  prayer  ser¬ 
vice  which  should  consist  of  song- 
devotional  scripture — presentation  of 
objects  of  prayer— and  a  real  meet¬ 
ing  closed  with  an  appropriate  song, 
and  benediction.

vocated  it  for  many  years.  Their  sever¬ 
al  retirement  plans  are  evidence  of  their 
belief  in  this  principle.  These  plans  re¬ 
veal  their  desire  to  secure  the  application 
cf  (his  principle  in  behalf  of  all  the 
workers  in  all  the  estates  of  the  denom¬ 
ination,  all  of  whom  have  been  excluded 
from  automatic  coverage  under  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Social  Security  Act. 

To  that  end,  the  denomination  is  pro¬ 
moting,  through  its  own  agency,  the  Re¬ 
lief  ard  Annuity  Board,  a  dozen  plans, 
some  of  which  antedate  the  Federal 
Social  Security  Act.  Within  the  coverage 
of  these  plans  Is  a  place  for  every  in¬ 
dividual  within  our  complex,  growing  de¬ 
nominational  life  who  bears  a  salaried 
relationship  to  the  denomination.  Mul¬ 
tiplied  thousands  of  individuals  hold 
membership  now  In  these  plans,  includ- 
ind  pastors  of  local  Baptist  churches, 
presidents  of  Baptist  Colleges,  matrons 
in  Baptist  children’s  homes,  nurses  in 
our  hospitals,  stenographers  and  secre¬ 
taries  in  employ  of  boards  and  agen¬ 
cies,  church  secretaries,  educational  di¬ 
rectors,  et  cetera.  No  distinction  has 
ever  been  made  as  to  sex,  age,  race,  or 
type  of  service  rendered.  Thus,  not  all 
of  these  participants  are  white.  Many  are 
Indians.  Many  are  Negroes.  Not  all  are 
Baptists.  But  all  of  them,  without  ex¬ 
ception,  are  salaried  workers  within 
our  denominational  life. 

Many  workers  in  the  lower  income 
brackets  have  never  been  covered  by  our 
retirement  plans — but  this  is  not  be¬ 
cause  the  denominational  Board  made 
no  provision  for  such.  They  remain  un¬ 
covered  only  when  employers  fail  to 
make  such  coverage  possible,  or  where 
the  individual  himself  shows  no  interest. 

Many  lay  church  employees  apparently 
do  not  know  (or  the  church  officials  do 
not  know)  that  we  offer  coverage  to 
them,  and  have  done  so  for  the  past 
15  years  in  the  Age  Security  Plan  for 
lay  church  employees.  This  fact  alone  view

In 
addition  to  collecting  information  on 
the  religious,  recreational,  and  social 
lives  of  the  people,  they  will  make 
sound  films,  slides,  and  tape  recordings.

State  Dept.  Concerned  Over  Ward-Belmont  T ransferred  To 

Persecution  Of  Missionaries  Tennessee  Baptist  Convention 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  — (RNS) —  The 
State  Department  has  announced  that 
it  is  investigating  the  death  of  a  42- 
year-old  Southern  Baptist  medical  mis¬ 
sionary  which  occurred  on  Feb.  10, 
while  he  was  being  held  in  prison  by 
the  Chinese  Communists  at  Wuchow. 

Michael  McDermott,  State  Department 
press  relations  officer,  in  a  formal 
Statement  said  that  the  Department  is 
‘‘urgently  seeking  full  particulars”  on 
the  death  of  Dr.  William  L  Wallace,  of 
Knoxville,  Tenn.,  who  was  head  of 
Stout  Memorial  Hospital  in  Wuchow  at 
the  time  of  his  arrest  on  Dec.  19,  1950. 


NEW  YORK— Tribute  to  tbo  caroor 
of  Or.  William  Wallace,  Southern 
Baptists  missionary  doctor  who  diod 
in  a  Chines#  Communists  prison,  was 
paid  horo  by  a  Roman  Catholic  priost 
who  was  a  missionary  in  tho  samo 
city  with  him. 

The  Rov.  Thomas  Brack  of  tho 
Catholic  Foreign  Mission  Society  of 
America  (Mary  knoll  Fathers)  said 
that  "the  only  possible  sentence”  the 
Communists  could  have  passed  on  Dr. 
Wallace  was  "that  he  went  about  do¬ 
ing  good.” 


Dr.  Wallace  was  held  incommunicado 
(n  prison  from  the  time  of  his  arrest 
and  no  charges  were  placed  against 
him,  Mr.  McDermott  said.  Hs  was  in 
good  health  when  he  entered  prison.  No 
'reason  has  been  given  by  Communist 


authorities  for  his  death. 

In  response  to  questions  from  news¬ 
men,  Mr.  McDermott  said  that  the  State 
Department  has  information  that  “many 
American  missionaries”  are  being  held 
in  jail  at  the  present  time,  but  he  re¬ 
fused  to  divulge  any  further  facts  or 
figures  for  fear  of  jeopardizing  the  De¬ 
partment’s  sources  of  information. 

However,  it  was  learned  that  Ameri¬ 
can  diplomats  are  seriously  concerned 
over  the  wave  of  persecution  that  has 
been  visited  upon  American  missionaries 
and  fear  that  wholesale  arrests,  im¬ 
prisonment,  and  mistreatment  may  be 
imminent,  if  such  a  program  of  persecu¬ 
tion  has  not  already  begun.

Night's  Rent  Required 

By  San  Francisco  Hotels 

SAN  FRANCISCO.  Calif.  .— (BP)— 
S  B  C.  messengers  reserving  hotel  rooms 
In  San  Francisco  were  cautioned  this 
week  to  be  sure  to  send  as  deposit 
enough  money  for  one  night's  lodging. 
The  announcement  was  made  by  Miss 
Marion  E.  Keller  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Housing  Bureau. 

Miss  Keller  said,  "The  deposit  re¬ 
quirements  of  our  various  hotels  vary 
in  wording,  but  the  intent  Is  the  ^same 
for  all— to  obtain  a  sufficient  deposit 
to  cover  tho  first  night's  rent.  Since  it 
is  impossible  to  ask  people  to  send  in 
an  exact  amount  until  they  know  the 
price  of  the  accommodations  which  they 
will  be  assigned,  a  rate  of  $10  a  room 
(or  a  minimum  of  $5  per  person  in 
cases  of  multiple  occupancy)  ia  request¬ 
ed  since  this  usually  covers  the  cost  of 
a  room.  For  the  larger  hotels  this 
amount  is  too  little,  for  the  smaller 
hotels  too  much.  However,  tf  any  de¬ 
posit  is  sent,  the  hotel  seldom  bothers 
to  request  an  addition  amount  since 
a  delegate  is  almost  as  loath  to  forfeit 
$5  as  $10  or  more.”

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —(BP)—  The  his¬ 
toric  Ward-Belmont  school,  located  in 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  has  been  transferred 
to  the  ownership  and  direction  of  the 
Tennessee  Baptist  Convention.  The 
Executive  Board  of  the  Tennessee  Bao- 
tist  Convention  on  February  27  unani¬ 
mously  approved  the  proposition  to  take 
over  the  school,  its  assets  and  libilities. 

Dr.  Charles  W.  Pope,  executive  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Tennessee  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion,  stated  that  the  Ward-Belmont  prop¬ 
erties  consist  of  more  than  20  acres  of 
grdund  on  which  there  are  44  buildings. 
The  buildings  consist  of  dormitories  with 
a  capacity  of  800  students,  dining  room 
of  900  capacity,  auditorium  with  a  ca* 
pacity  of  950,  an  administration  build¬ 
ing,  gymnasium,  sthletic  fields,  and 
various  other  buildings  used  for  office 
purposes  and  residences.  The  property 
value  has  been  variously  estimated  from 
$4,000,000  to  $5,000,000. 

Tennessee  Baptist  Headquarters,  now 
located  at  149  Sixth  Avenue.  North. 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  will  be  moved  to  the 
Ward-Belmont  campus  within  1 
months.
